The following branches of 
Science are taught by the refpective Matters :— Writing, Drawing, and 
the French Language; Arithmetic in all its parts; Book-keeping, and 
all the branches of the Mathematics; particularly, Euclid’s Elements, 
plane and fpherical Trigonometry, the Conic Sections, Algebra and 
Floxions,, with all their applications ; particular and general Geography, 
with the ufes of the Globes; general Menfuration ; Surveying, with 
the ufes of the feveral inflruments ufed by furveyors; Gauging and 
Fortification ; Navigation, with the ufes of the inftruments that are ufed 
at fea; and alfo, Perfpedtive, with the orders of Architeéture. Natural 
Philofophy and A(tronomy, for expiaining and illu(trating of which, the 
Academy is previded with a good Apparatus. 

Two years are neceffary to pafs through the above courfe; but any 
perfon may attend the firft year, without attending the fecond.
